cil to submit such By-law to the vote of such electors of the Village the Council will 
proceed to pass same, 


BY-LAW. 


A By-law of the Village of Crossfield to restrain and regulate the running at large or | 
trespassing of Animals, 


The Council of the Village of Crossfield enact as follows. 
(1) Tn this By-law unless the context otherwise requires, 


A. ‘‘Animal’’ means any head of cattle, horse, sheep, goat, swine or poultry. 
B. ‘‘Cattle’’ means any bull, cow, ox, heifer, steer or calf, 

C, ‘‘Horse’’ means any horse, mare, gelding, colt filly, ass or mule. 

D. ‘‘Sheep’’ means any ram, ewe, wether or lamb. 


BE. ‘‘At Large’ means without being under the control of the owner or possessor | 
while passing along or across any lane, highway or vacant and unoccupied lands, 
within the Village, 


(2.) That it sha!l not be lawful for any person or persons to suffer or permit his, her | 
or their animals or any one or more of them to run at large, trespass or be herded 
at any time within the limits of the Village of Crossfield, Alberta, 

6) Nothing in this By-law shall prevent any person from waiving his rights under | 
this By-law and taking action to recover compensation in any court of competent 
jurisdiction from any person owning or having the custody of any animal, throuzh 
which damage has been caused, contrary to the’ provisions of this By-law. 

(4) There shall be established in the Village of Crossfield a public pound and a 
pound-keeper appointed forsaid ound, his remuneration to be such feesand charges 
as he shall be entitled to under the provisions of the Village Act. | 


(5) The said pound shall be for the impounding of animals at\la ree or trespassing 
contrary to the provisions of this or any other By-law of tl eVillage of Crossfield 
which said impounding may be done by any other person than the Poundkeeper. | 


(6) Whenever any animal is impounded it shall be the duty of the poundkeeper to. 
retain same until the owner or owners thereof shall have paid the fees and d 


. ; : am- 
ages, if any, claimed for the trespass. 


(7) Whenever any animal has been confined or distrained by any person-under the 
provisions of this By-law for the purpose of impounding the same, if the owner of 
the animal or some person in his behalf pay or tender to the person seizing or hay- 

ing charge of such animal before same has been actually impounded, the charge 

for which the said animal has then become liable, under this By-law, - the person 
having charge of such animal shall forthwith deliver up the same to the owner or 
the person tendering the said charges on his behalf. 


(8) Nothing contained in this By-law shall deprive the owner of any animal im- 
pounded of any action, remedy or right that he may have at common law or oth- 
erwise by reason of the same being unlawfully seized, distrainedsor impounded. 

(9) Any person who leaves pen any gate or lets down any bars or makes a gap in 
a fence for the purpose of permitting any animal to trespass, or who otherwise 
causes any other animal to trespass, shall be guilty of an infraction of this By-law. 


(10) Any person claiming any damage for trespass by any animal impounded may, 
at any time before the animal is, released, deliver to the poundkeeper a state- 
ment in writing, shuwing-+he amount of his demand. 


(b) Upon the receipt of such statement the poundkeeper shall apply to the reeve or 
to any one of the councillors of the village, or to a justice of the peace, who is 
hereby authorized and required to forthwith summon three disinterested inhabit- 
ants of the village, and such three appraisers or any two_of them shall, within 

_ twenty-four hours after notice as aféresaid, view the ground on which the animal 
or animals were found doing the damage and appraise the damage committed, 
and the determination of a majority of the said appraisers shall be conclusive us 
vo the amount of such damages and they shall, within twenty-four hours after hay- | 
ing made the view, give, in writing, to the poundkeeper astatement of the amount | 
of damages ascesssed-by them, and said amount shall be the amount to be col- 
lected from the owner or to be retained from the sale of the animal or animals as 
damages by the poundkeeper. 


(11) If any poundkeeper impounds or assists or incites or employs any person to} 
impound any animal in the village unless such animal was an estray or was | 
tresspassing upon the poundkeeper’s own land, he shall, in addition to any civil | 
liabil ty which he may incur by reason thereof, be guilty of an offense and liable | 

on suntmary conviction to a penalty not exceeding $100. 

(2) Every poundkeeper shall keep the pound to which he is appointed, clean.and in 
good repair ahd shall supply the animals impounded theirmn with sufficient. and 
wholesome sustenance and provide for them such shelter as is commonly provided 
at the time for animals of similar age and class in the vicinity, afd the pound- 
keeper may send such animals out of his pound at fit times and to fit places for 
grazing or watering and every poundkeeper shall be responsible to the owner of 
any impounded animal for ail loss or damage occasioned by any act or negligence 
of himself or his agent ; in no ease shall an open wire corral be regardeed as a suit- 
able pound, 


(12) If the owner of any impounded anima! is known to the poundkeeper as the 
owner of such animal the poundkeeper shall forthwith deliver at or mail by reg- 
istered post to the address of such owner a notice in the form hereinafter provided. 


(2) In case such owner is not known, or such owner or person shall not within ten 
days after the posting or delivery of such notice appear at the pound and release 
the animal so impounded by the payment of the lawful fees, mileage rates and 
appraised claim for damage, the poundkeeper shall cause to be inserted once each 
week for two consecutive weeks in some newspaper circulating in the vicinity of 
the ponnd, a notice in the form hereinafter provided : 

‘Notice is hereby given (DESCRIPTION OF ANIMAL IMPOUNDED, GIVING BRANDS, IF 

ANY, MARKS AND POINTS) was impounded in the pound kept by the undersigned on

(13) Every poundkeeper shal! without charge in addition to any copies of any not- 
ice which he may be required under this By-law to post or deliver, post a copy of 
every such notice in a conspicuous place at his pound and inthe nearest post office 
and shall keep and muintain such notice at his pound during the whole of such 
time such notice may refer to. 


(14) When any animal shall not have been released from the pound within twenty 
days after the notice has been inserted for the last time jn a newspaper as is here- 
in provided thesaid animal shail be sold by public auction after notice of such 
sale has been posted for eight days in three conspicuous places within the village 
one of which shall be the post office nearest the pound and at such sale the pound- 
keeper shall be the auctioneer; and such sale shall be held at the pound or at such 
other place as may be designated by By-law of the village and shall commence at 
the hour of two o-clock in the afternoon and the poundkeeper shall not either 
in person or by his agent purchase any animal at such sale or have any interest 
of aay kind in any animal so purchased. 

(15) If more than one animal is impounded and the owner thereof is known the 
poundkeeper shall only sell sufficient of such animals to satisfy the claims ofdam- 
ages, expenses and fees chargeable against the animals and the owner of the ani- 
mals shall be entitled to those remaining unsold. ,

case of rough, serubby or stony land 
after report by Homestead Inspector on 
application for patent. . 


A homesteader who has exhausted: his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts. Price $8.00 
per acre, Duties. —Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
fifty acras and erect a house worth 
$300.00. ;

He Was a Famous Sicilian 
Bandit

One of the most interesting regions 
in the world is the island of Sicily. 
The schoolboy who reads his Vergil is 
carried along its eastern coast with 
the hero of the poet's great work, the 
“Aeneid,” under the smoke of Mount 
Etna. He may see the enormous 
stones hurled by the Cyclops at the re- 
treating ships where they fell, not far 
from the coast, and discern in the dis- 
tance the Libyan shore. All these 
things are still there as they were 
when Vergil built about them a story 
which lives today as it lived when it 
was written, nineteen centuries ago. 

But these regions, so full of interest- 
ing antiquities, have pussed from their 
greatness into a state of decay, In 
none of them has the bandit flour- 
ished to a greater extent than in Sic- 
ily. On a plateau at the base of 
Mount Etna, where one may look 
down upon the waters over which sail- 
ed the little fleet of vessels bearing 
the Trojans, whose descendants were

suspecting travelers and return to re

But after Garibaldi with his thou- 
#and men made Sicily a part of united 
Jtaly there began a process of ref- 
ormation. A Bovernnient was estab- 
4eXed with a national police capable 
of hunting down brigands and bring- 
ing them to justice. 

Carrazini, as the bundit of Mount 
Etna called himself, had for twenty 
years robbed undisturbed. He had 
built bimself a house in which he had 
reared a family and tad money in the 
bank at Palermo, but all this bad been 
achieved when the business of levy- 
ing tribute or ransom on travelers was 
considered one of the fields of enter- 
prise of the country. Now that the 
national police had stepped in and In- 
terfered with his calling Carrazini saw 
that bis days for accuwulation would 
before tong be ended. Sut he had 
passed the heyday of youth, his chil- 
dren were nearly grown, and a dif- 
ferent future was before him from 
that when be was an active young 
man.

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Gut the chief of police at Palermo 
knew the region tn which Carrazini 
worked and slowly drew n network of 
men nbout him, The wily bandit, how- 
ever, was too smart for them, and de 
spite many a well Inid plan to trap 
him they fatled to get their hands on 
him. One day he went Into a wine 
shop kept by one of his friends and, 
seating himself at a table with his 
host, a bottle between them, said: 

“Luigi, would you like to make 
enough money to ennble you to leave 
here and set yourself up in America?” 

“Yes, but how could | do that?” 

“There is a reward of 50,000 lire 


offered for my head. Write to the 
chief of policé at Palermo that you are 
Carrazini and will surrender your- 
self if your life is spared and the re- 
ward offered for you. be paid to your 
family.” 

“But if the terms were accepted I 
would at least have to spend the rest 
of my life in prison.” 

“Leave that to me. 1 will see that 
you don’t remain there long.” 

“What p:rt of the reward do you 
want?” 

“None of it. You will run so much 
risk in the matter that you should 
have all there is in it, for you will 
have to trust to promises which may 
fail you. Besides, | buve a scheme of 
my own for which you will prepare 
the way.” 

Luigi Bottelli took the matter under 
consideration: and finally determined 
to try it. He wrote the letter as sug- 
gested and received a reply that the 
matter had been referred to the gov- 
ernment. Then came another letter 
from the chief at Palermo that he was 
authorized to carry out the proposed 
plan. Bottelli was to give himself up 
and be sentenced to a term of ten 
years in prison. But the government 
dickered and would pay but half of 
the reward. Bottelli, after a confer- 
ence with Carrazini, who offered to 
make up the other balf, accepted the 
terms. But he stipulated that as soon 
as he gave himself up the money 
should be paid bis family. This was 
agreed to, and going to Palermo he an- 
nounced himself as Carrazini.. Twen- 
ty-five thousand lire were paid to his 
wife, and he went to jail to await his 
trial. 

Signora Bottelli with her children 
embarked with the money on the next 
vessel sailing for America. The false 
Carrazini had made bimself very pop- 
ular by surrendering himself for the 
benefit of bis wife and children, and 
the government thought it best to give 
him a limited sentence. He was tried 
and-sent to-prison for-ten years. As 
he was being taken to a ship for re- 
moyal to the mainland, where he was 
to serve his sentenve, a mob, headed 
by the real Carrazini in disguise, res- 
cued him from the police, ran him out 
to sea in a boat that had been provid- 
ed for the purpose, nnd ten days later 
he landed in New York. where he 
found his family in ease und comfort. 

The secret of how its chief of police 
at Palermy bad been imposed upon be- 
came known to the governiient, and 
he was superseded. The vew incum- 
bent determined to leave no stove un- 
turned to capture the bandit, no loop- 
hole for bis escape, He went himself 
to Catania, a town on the coast not 
far from Mount Etna, in order to take 
personal charge of the operations to 
capture Carrazini.

I had all my 
plans made to betray him to you when 
he learned of the plot, and he has 
sworn to kill me. | hoped by sur 
rendering myself in bis place to get 
beyond the cordon you have thrown 
about him and thus escape him.” 

“I will protect you~that is, if you 
will proceed with your plans or form 
others to turn him over to me.” 

“Impossible! i am doomed.  Carra- 
sini bas sworn that | shall die He 
bas many to do his bidding.” 

“Place it in wy power to capture 
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“f could do that without the Ines, 
but not in them.” : 

“Why?” 

“That | cannot explain.” Then, tak- 
ing out a purse, he continued: “Here 
are a thousand lire. Keep them and 
send me beyond your tine of police. 
If 1 do not within three days contrive 
to turn Carrazini over to you, keep the 
money. If I do turn him over to you 
we will claim the reward together, I 
taking half. you the other half.” 

Like others of his kind, the official 
had an Itching palm.

Ancient Egyptians Ahead of Us.

The secret has been well guarded. 

They had 
no oil stoves or gas or electric heated 
incubators, but they had ovens which 
worked much better, even through 
they required more constant tending. 
Each oven was calerdeted to hold 
7,000 eggs, and the fuel by which it 
was heated consisted of chopped 
straw and dung, but for the last 10 
days of the hatching the energy was 
supplied altogether by the ciickens

It is the commonest‘ error of thore 
operating our modern _inenbators to 
use too much heat, especially toward 
the end of the period, and now 
may learn from the old Pgyptians 
how not to do things as well as how 
to do them. The use of the straw 
and other light fuel shows that the 
Egyptians were most careful to avoid 
too intense heat at any stage. We 
thought that we were the first to use 
incubators, but we are 50 centuries

Secret Societies In Nigeria Give

Customs and ceremonies, which 
appear to have come down unchanged 
from the days of the Pharoahs, ac- 
cording to Mr. P. Amaury Talbot, a 
District Commissioner of Southern 
Nigeria, till exist in the Ekeb dis- 
trict, 

The commissioner has undergone a 
journey of 4,300 miles in a country of 
rivers and creeks, many unexplored, 
wth a population of a quarter of a 
million Ibibios, 

In some parts the dead ar» roughly 
mummified, while underground bur- 
fal chambers ar- to be found planned 
like those of ancient Egypt. He 
found also traces of bird worship, 
and witnessed a bird dance never be- 
fore seen by Europeans. Most of the 
towns have their sacred pool, inhabit- 
ed by good or evil spirits, to which 
in the past countless human victims 
were sacrificed.

The people as a whole are perhaps 
the moat bloodthirsty of all Africa, 
For months no: day passed without 
man or woman running in covered 
with blood, and often horribly muti- 
lated, to claim the protection of the 
commissioner. 


Why Women Steal, 

“Drink, poverty and vanity are the 
three chief causes of crime among 
women,” said Rev. Thomas Friend 
the other day. Mr. Friend has just 
retired after forty-one years’ work as 
chaplain of Reading jail. 

“Vanity is most often a cause of 
crime in young women, They want 
to look pretty and the desire makes 
them steal pretty things or commit 
other dishonest acts in order:to be 
able to buy them, But I do not be- 
lieve that there is more crime among 
women than formerly.” 

Mr. Friend said that prison did 
most criminals a great deal of good. 
“Men come in, have plenty of time 
for reflection, and are made to work; 
then they see the advantages of work 
and settle down when they are dis- 
charged instead of going back to a 
life of spasmodic adventures by 
which for the time they seem to 
enrich themselves, 

“To keep men from crime they 
must be given work, for most men in 
prison are not there because they lay 
themselves out for crime but for want 
of better alternatives.”
